The C0UT50 thfi F UFO r took does seem to Indicate fchb path o£ an a ire raft, and th& 
witnesses said that as each circuit wa*3 conplatod the K UFO 1 gained height' in itself an 
indication Of an aircraft's regular flight pattern- Y&t wo must remember that the 
witnesses did not hear any noise, the object hovered find tilted and the fact that tie 
family had bctnt familiar with the type of military 'planes In the area r.ince 1972, 
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Could It have been a silent 'copter? These Lynx 'copters of a Silent type arc supposed 
to exist in the USA, and possibly in Brlt&SJu However, considering thtf proximity of thq 
r UFO’ to the witnesses It is inconceivable for this to have bC&n the ease. Even without 
thn noise of a conventional 'copter, the rotors would havu created d downdraft which the 
witnesses would have felt and the surrounding bu&bos wckaM have hCQh u 1=G 1 bly flff&Cttid- 
Tlie evidence is such that the object conforms tD no knewa type of military or 
conventIona] craft. 

5 Eire terrestrial Craft 

As seen Ln the numerous contacts during the Investigation, Lincolnshire Police, far 
same inexplicable reason, went to great lengths to deny thflt they had ever had any UFO 
reports for the night In question. Yet while this Wa& being denied tD VVUFOFG* one of the 
witnesses had been told that a substantial numbuf of reports had been received, and even 
R&illO LIncoln were informed of a report, yet we were told F 'nD reports"', Vhy? It lft usual 
practice as far as we are aware, for the Police to bu informed of aay military activity 
In their area- This being thd casft, Is It a point En favnur of the ET craft theory? If the 
Police were not informed then was it a TRUE UfO? One must also bring in the high rate of 
bombing activity again i had the 'UFO 1 been curious enough to visit the area because of the 
bombing that day, or was It as a result Of the activity? 

Ye must also consider the effects generated not only Dn tbft human witnesses* ^ ut Gfl 
the dags at SaUfleut. H^my w&re heard howling, and Nrs M r S. own Heinz §7' dog was foustd 
■cowering and shaking in the caravan, if these animals Weru affect^ then it is improbable 
that the cause was a military aircraft, and it falls in llnu With ®dfiy other cases of 
UFO/animal diaturbance- 

lt was Impassible for the witnesses ta see a complete shape to the object URtLl it came 
into close range and what the/ did sec was a domed structure With a multitude of 
flashing lights; certainly no helicopter! 1

The Importance nf the second 'UFO 1 mufit not be discounted. Although it wad not SOOh at 
close range, it Would appear ta Have bad the d^r.e lighting arrangements as the first 
object, and when this fin&Uy departed, both craft Piffled to be signalling to onu another 
by the flashing of lights,, another common factor in multi-object DFD sightings,
